Yes Means Normality 


-A. "Yes" answer to these ques- 
tions will let you know you are a 
normal guy and you'd better limit 
yourself to a normal-sized garden. 


Each year I watch friends newly 


transplanted from city to suburb 
embark on ambitions garden proj- 
ects which they cannot possibly 
maintain without sacrificing other 
interests. They overplant fa the 
vegetable department — far more 
than they can consume — and 
much they produce ends up in the 
refuse dump or the garbage pail. 


Nature has an inexorable sched- 


ule. String beans, for instance, 
reach their prime in a given time 
and are a genuine food treat —•' 
then they become stringy and un- 
palatable. Cucumbers past their 
prime become bitter, soft and 
pithy — and tomatoes rot. 


Rigid Schedule 


In the flower department, the 


schedule is equally rigid. The 
plant puts out flowers, then goes 
to seed. If the flowers are not 
picked and the faded flower heads 
removed, the plant considers Its 
mission accomplished and quits 
blooming. 


Flower cutting is a pleasant 


assignment, but when you have 
overplanted and have extensive 
cutting beds and borders where 
thousands of faded flower heads 
have to be removed daily If your 
display is to continue through the 
season, you've built yourself a 
formidable chore.

He will be 
sentenced June 25.

Here's the technique for making 
the drums: Draw pattern on brown 
paper. Cut out two drums, leav- 
ing a full inch seam allowance all 
around Fold a piece 01 flannel or 
old sheeting to make several lay- 
ers, and cut to the pattern of the 
drum, leaving no seam allowance. 
Use bias tape for the rirni of the 
drums. Stitch rick-rack in criss- 
cross design on the drum*, as decora- 
tions and to hold the quilting in 
place. 


Baste in place on the knees of 


the overalls Using your automatic 
zigzagger ;>r your automatic swing- 
needle machine, work around the 
outline of the drum, usipg a narrow 
satin stitch. Trim away excess 
fabric close to the line of stitching.

Have you ever made a washable 


cotton dress, only to find that the 
binding faded or the snaps rusted? 
If so, you found out the hard way 
that eveiythliijj that goes Into » 
washable garment must be color- 
fast, rust-proof and generally suds- 
able. 


Experts at your local sewing 


center offer some tips on selecting 
sewing accessories that will keep 
your garments in good shape after 
dozens of tubbings. 


Be sure your thread Is fast color, 


whether it Is nylon, mercerized 
cotton or silk. Synthetics call for 
nylon or dacron thread; silk thread, 
is used on silk fabrics, mercerized 
thread is best for cotton, rayon or 
linen. 


Wash The Same Way 


Linings and Interfacings must be 


washed the same wav as the out- 
side fabric, so If your fabric is 
nylon or dacron use the same kind 
of lining: for cotton fabric, use 
cotton lining, and so on. 


For stiffening and shaping a gar- 


ment, a new lining material called 
pellon is generally satisfactory, 
since it is washable and holds Its 
shape.

nylon net.

You 
can solve this by using a double- 
layer cotton backing which can be 
purchased in a package with a 
washable buckle Single-layer back- 
ing is available by the yard, and 
nonnesting buckles also can b* 
bought separately, covered buttons 
must have rustproof backs. 


Pearl, crystal and jet buttons are 


washable. Watch out lor plastic 
buttons. Unless the package spe- 
cifically says they are washable, 
they are likely to be damaged by 
hot water.

U. S. AIR POWER
